What I fhall fay at preiént, I am conicious proceeds 
from no other Principle than pure Love to ruth and 
my Country. 1am myfelf as great an Enemy to Cor- 
ruption as any Man can be, wno has a juft Senfe ot 
its Effeéts, and who has never felc its Influence. I 
write without the Dire€tion, Participation, or Ap- 
prehenfion of any Man, and therctore I think I have 
a Right to Attention, nay, and to fome Degree of 
Credit too. But be that as ic will. Corruption, in 
my ne tho’ ic has been fo much talk'd of, is 
very far from being generally underftood A Man may 
take a Place without being corrupted ; and a Man 
may at under the Influence of Corruption, without 
having a Place. A Mamwho conctives the {ntereft 
of his Aimg and of his Cowntry w@ be the fame, may 
ferve both with great Zeal , mor will chat Zeal be the 
lefs pure, or the lefs valuable, becaufe he is in the 


Rigit to receive, a Reward for that Service On the 
other Hand, a Man who attaches himiclf to an Op- 
pofition, merely in hopes of being broughr into Power 
when his Party prevails, tho’ he may {peak with great 
Appearnce of Publick Spirit ; tho” he may fometimes 
aflsciace himfelt wich worthy Men ; and tho’ he may 
new and then employ bis Taterep in promoting good 
Defigns ; yet inafmuch as ail this is done wich an il 
Purpofe, and trom amercenary Biafs, he isno Patriot, 
bu the corrupt Engine ot a Faction; who, as he cakes 
bad Methods co obiain, will indubitably, when it is 
ubtained, make a bad Ufe of Power. 

Bur it may be obj-¢ted if this be fo, if Corruption 
be in the End and not in the Aeans ; how is it poſſible 
for the-People to diftinguith where it is? For upon 
thefe Principles it will not be clear, that a Minifter is 
guilty of Corruption, who beftows all Places on Men in 
the fame Sentiments with himfelf? Or, that Placemen 
are guilty of Corruption, who vote generally one Way ; 
becaufe they may have obrain’d their Places by follow- 
ing the Diéates of their Confcience, and may continue 
to tollow is Diftates, tho’ they vote on the fame Prin- 
Ciples they did before they obtain’d their Places. Ac- 
cording ro this Doctrine, a Man who is in all Appear- 
ance difinterefted, and who {peaks as if he had no- 
thing at Heart but the Publick Good, may, at the Bot- 
tom, be a€tuated by private Interef, or with a perfidi- 
ous Defire of bringing about Publick Dsfturbances. 
This may be held fo paradoxical a Notion, as not to de- 
ferve Countenance; but I hope I fhali be able to 
fhew, that this terrible Objefion is a mere Chimera, 
drefer’d up by Free thinkers in Politicks, in order to 


| fright People from an eflential Article in that Creed 


which is abfolutely neceflary for preferving Society, 
and the great End of Society, Happinefs to every {ndi-. 
vidual. Now this, I think, I fhall fully thew, if I 

give the Reader a jlort Rule for difcovering where 

there is Corruption, and thereby enable him to fay, 
with Certainty, Thefe Aen are debauched by their Pla- 

ces ; of, thofe Men are corrupted by their Hopes of Places. 

For I. build upon thjs feif.evident Principle, That 

Men may be fometimes Anaves without Power, as 

well as it has often appear’d, that Alen in Power bave 

purfued knavifb Defigns Without a Faculty of diſt m 

guifbing, a People muft be everlaftingly milled by Ay 

pocrites, as without a ‘pirit of refenting Tyranny, they 

will be always in Danger of feeling f. 

Tue Rule I offer lies in theic few Words: Thofe 
who [upport the Conftitution ought not to be fufpected of 
Corruption: Thofe who endeavcur to fubvert it ought. It 
a Prince, having in View the Honour of his Crown 
and the Welfare of his People, ebrains fuch an Inre- 
reft in them, that he cafily carries into Exe ution

it? To Corfuption. Be it fo. But whet Sort af 
People then muft they bz, whom he corrupts? They 
muff certainly be the wickedett, baſeit Peopi¢ wpon 
Earth. They muft be Men loft alike to alt Senie of 
Coafcience and of Shame, otherwiie there would have 
been no Need of corrupting them; they would have 
done what wat expected from them by {lic a Prince 
from a nobler Motive, that of adting on the Princi- 
ples of Honour and Duty. Ought we no: thea, when- 
ever we are cail'd upon to make fuch fudgment, te 
demur a little, and to be afraid of ferting our Hands 
to fuch an Abfurdity ? Ought we not to tay to thoſe 
who expe it from us, Gentlemen, you begin at the 
wrong End. You would have us conclude, that be- 
Caule the King’s Servanrs are of the {athe Min4@, there- 
fore they are corrupted. Whereas you ought fir to 
have fhewn us, that they were inthe wrong. We 
know, that the Conffiturion under which we live &- 
cures to us our Liberties and our Properties; that we 
enjoy both in greater Tranquility, and in a more ex- 
tenfive Degree, than our Anceftors ever did. Shew 
us then, that thofe whom you accufe are Enemics ¢o 
this Conftitution ; otherwife we muft conclude, chat 
in being Fricnds to it, chey.are Friends ro.us ; and 
that they are fo far from acting on corrupt Motives, 
thar they act on fuch Motives oply as ought to entitle 
them to the Places which depend on their Sovercigm, 
and that-Praife which depends on the People. Fhid 
ie my Rule, and this is my Way of explaining it. & 
will now go on to demonfirate, that it mutt be true ; 
by thewing, that if it be falfe, Society cannot fubfitt. 
Fue very Bafis of all Government, ler its Form be 
what it will, is Obedience to the Power whtlc 
it acte conformable to tthe End for which it wis piven, 
that is, the Pretc&ion of thofe anbo are obrdicnt theveto. 
Whoever endeavours to break throuzh tris Rinle, 
muft be an Enemy to the Society of-which he is a 
Member. For no private Men, nor any Part of 
Men, have, or can have a Right to change the Con+ 
titation of their Country, for tris plain Reafon, Thot 
it this Right was allow'd, fuch continual Contentoa 
would follow, as would hinder, in any Society, thoſe 
Advantages trom being obtain'd for which Societies 
ate form'd. State Hypocrites therefore, when they 
have fn View the Breach of this Rule, ctafti!y cou- 
ceal their Purpofes; and inftead of publithing their 
own Defigns, pretend, that thofe who adminitter thé 
Affairs of the Society have not a proper Regard to 
that End for which they were entrufted with the Ad- 
minifiration. Upon this, a Scruggic is begun, and 
cach Party ufes all Means ro fupport and ftreng:hen 
itſelf. Bur then, is it not plain, thac the End demon- 
trates the Juftice or Injuflice of the Means? Or, in 
other Words, is it not evident, that thofe who en- 
deavour Co fortify themfelves, chat they may preferve 
the Conftitution; are not guilty of Corrupiion ; ‘bur 
that thofe are fo, who endeavour by the Power of 
Faétion to overturn it ; tho" they cover this Intentiog 
of theirs by a thoufarid fpecious Pretences. Eur it 
will be faid, that, according to my own fating of the 
Cafe, there will be rhis Point in Muc: viz Fr bether 
thofe, who have the Adminifivation of Publick Affairs, ad- 
minifter them fo as to anfwer the End of their Trujt? 
But this, I fay, iseafily decided. For the People can 
tell whether they are allow’d to worfhip God accord- 
ing so the Dictates of their Cenfciences. Whether 
they hav: good Laws. Whether chofe Laws are ¢xc- 
cuted in a proper Manner. And, in fhort, whether 
they pay legal Taxes to legal Officers, or have them 
levy*d, at the Will and Pleafure of their Superiors, by 


, 

Dragoons. Thefe are Things every Plowman can 
fiinguifb; and therefore, every Plowman who can 
diftinguifh them, knows how to decide this Point, 
which fome would reprefent, as fo difficule, thar 

Underfland'ngs ought not to meddie with ir. 
Which Suppofition, duly atrended to, would ovet- 
turn the reft of their Syflem. For, if t»¢-People cannot 
unter ftand the Subsleties of their Difputes, nothing is 
clearer, than that che People can have nothing to fo 
with them; nothin being more realorable, than 
that a Man thould obey, till he can wuiderPard the 
Necrffity of Difobedience. So that the {ue ot cine Sufi- 
ne» is, that the Confitution to every Conmtry isahe fole 
Rule of political Right avd Wrong co ics Swbjets, and 
confequentl 5 all Tufluence made ufe of to ſupport i" is 
jut, lawful, neceflary, and not Corruption. 





Bur Inflances will perhaps fer this Poift ts 2 
tlearer Light than ents: I fay then, that it ts 
eafy in this Way to fhew, that rhe Pretenders to Li- 

have, in moi Governments, overturned the Con- 
itution. Pififtvatus cook this Merhod to overturn the 
tate of Athens In fucceeding Times, the Enemies 
of Pericles, who, if they were themfelves to be be- 
liew'd, had the higheft Notions of Liberty, and abhor- 
red thofe prudential Arts he made ufe of to preferve 
the Onfitution . thefe Men, I fay, after his Death, 
overfet it, and made Way for the Oppreflion of the 
Athenians by the Thirty Tyrants. Phecion, by Tempo- 
vizing, again refertled the State, till che pretended 
Lovers of Liberty murder’d him, aid ruined it The 
fame thing happen’d in Sparta. The People were 
Lappy, b-caule they were for a long time zealous 
for their Conftitution, from which when they departed, 
their Happiocis departed a!fo. In Rome, all Battions 
cover’d themſelve⸗ with that wide-fpreading Gar- 
ment, the Love of Freedom, and the Defire of premot- 
ing it. But how did they promote ir? At the Ex- 
pence of their Compitution, which their laft great Lover 
of Liberty entirely overturned, (for Cafar was always 
of the av Party); and then down went Liberty 
and coe hegh alfo. When once Land-marks are tc- 
moved; when once thar Form of Government, which 
Time bad rendred not more venerable in itfelf than 
certain in it Effetts, is broken; and when once the 
Zorrent of popular Authority is let in, no Creature can 
tell where ic will foep This only we know, that as 
in al) Crowds, thofé who are foremoft are in moft Dan- 
ger of being run over ; Confufion cannot long be born, 
even by thofe who fought ic ; and confequently, its 
Evils once felt, the People go round again, and either 
fet up their old Conftitution, which ‘cis a they might 
gs well have left fanding, or elfe fall under a worfe, 
and fo lofe by the End as well as by the Means, as 
might be eafily proved from the Hiftory of almoft every 
Country in Exrope. Let us then conclude, that Cor- 
ruption is a moft dangerous Thing, and that it is moft 
likely to be encouraged and practifed by tho/e whofe 
End can be ferved by nothing elfe.
